Certain marked differences 
in policy are beginning to 
uppear on each side of the

tant of them js concerned 
with the meaning ond end 
of rearmament. In 1947 the 
US evolved the “Truman 
Doctrine,” ‘which was a 
policy of “containing” 
Russia by — strengthening 
friendly countries. After 


the outbreak of the Korean 
war in 1950 that leisurely 
programme was superseded 
by a furious rearmament 


which would not only pro- 
tect the Western countries 
:; but also enable them ta 
“spenk on equal terms” with 
Russin, In other words, 
‘the West was no longer 
content -simply. to’ shove 
back where Russia pushed 
forward, Rearmament was 
designed. to give. the initia- 
tive to the West. Now thore 
has come a subtle change.” 
British, rearmamont {a to 
flatten out. Mr’ Churchill 
says: “If the cold war is to 
continuc, and ‘it certainly 
does not rest with us,” we 
cannot afford vast defence 
expenditure over an 
indefinite period. This is the 
litle less that brings us to 
a half-way house which is 
more than “contdinment” 
but less than full rearma- 
ment. It might be called a 
policy of containment-plus. 


O the American Govern- 
ment agree to this chunge? 
-They have made au very 
severe cut in dollar aid to 
France, which Mr Acheson 
admits will slow down 
“Western rearmament.

24 hours 
exactly, during the last Saturday 
and Sunday of the month. 

Every car entered in the racc— 
ond there have been os: high as 
ity starters—hos two drivers, 
who alternate, 

They must see to it that thelr 
car will go as fast as possible, 
and still last out the race. And, 
except for tlre changes, and re- 
palrs which they may have to 
make to thelr car must be made 
with parts and tools carried 
aboard all during the race. 

They ore permitted to stop in 
their pits once every 200 miles, 
in order to take on gay, oil and 
wator, to change tires and 
drivers.
